TTIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  under 
the  provisions  of  clause  (p )  of  section  41  of  the 
"  Game  Act,”  chapter  98  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes 
of  British  Columbia,  1924,”  as  enacted  by  section 
0  of  chapter  17  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1932,  the  following  regulations,  to  be  known  as  the 
“  Royalty  on  the  Pelts  of  Farmed  Fur-bearing 
Animals,”  be  made  : — 

"(a.)  When  any  farmed  pelts  of  mink  and  fox 
are  to  be  sold  or  exported,  the  person  selling  or 
exporting  the  same  shall  obtain  a  certificate  there¬ 
for  from  the  Game  Commissioner  or  any  agent 
appointed  by  him. 

“(&.)  The  fee  payable  for  this  certificate  shall 
be  on  a  royalty  per  pelt  basis,  as  follows :  On  each 
farmed  mink-pelt,  ten  cents  (10c.)  ;  on  each  farmed 
fox-pelt,  twenty-five  cents  (25c.). 

“(c. )  When  the  royalty  has  been  paid  in  respect 
to  any  farmed  pelt  mentioned  herein,  the  payee 
shall  be  furnished  with  a  certificate  as  provided  for 
in  clause  (a)  of  these  regulations,  and  each  and 
evei'y  pelt  covered  by  this  certificate  shall  have  a 
seal  inserted  in  its  nose,  said  seal  being  approved 
by  the  Game  Commissioner.”

1-1935,  including  the  provisions 
and  definitions  contained  in  section  1  of  said  Part, 
which  is  available  in  printed  form,  are  made  regula¬ 
tions  under  the  said  Act,  with  the  exceptions  and 
variations  following : — 

(a.)  The  definitions  of  “  Inspection  Depart¬ 
ment  ”  and  “  Inspector  ”  in  section  1  and  Rule 
201  (a)  shall  not  be  adopted. 

(b.)  The  following  definition  shall  be  inserted  in 
section  1  in  substitution  for  the  definition  of  “  In¬ 
spection  Department  ”  : — 

“  Inspection  Department :  The  Chief  Inspector 
or  any  Inspector  of  Electrical  Energy  ap¬ 
pointed  for  the  purposes  of  the  ‘  Electrical 
Energy  Inspection  Act.’  In  the  application 
of  these  rules  in  a  municipality  the  term 
Inspection  Department  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  foregoing,  include  any  Electrical  Inspec¬ 
tor  or  other  officer  appointed  by  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Council  to  enforce  the  ‘  Electrical  Energy 
Inspection  Act.’  ”

they  are  so  adopted,  shall  govern  the  installation, 
erection,  and  use  in  any  premises  of  electrical 
equipment  operating  or  intended  to  operate  at 
potentials  up  to  5,000  volts,  inclusive.

Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House 
until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(6.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House : 

(c. )  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session 
or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the 
House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading 
one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 


shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  per¬ 
sons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon 
giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order  100, 
also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the 
interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

108.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating 
to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills: 
Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  pro¬ 
posed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the 
introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details, 
and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating 
the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon 
the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted,  shall 
be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill  (copies 
of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House).  Any  provisions  contained  in  any  such 
Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the  model  Bill 
shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or  underlined, 
and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7y2  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  evex-y  fifth  line  of  each 
page ;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to 
be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If 
amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its 
progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by 
the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned.
